: Us, Our Parliament and People, of reproaching Our Laws, mif-repreſenting Our Governmenr, 
and of the crime of High-treaſon in uſfurping Our Authority 5 he was notwithſtanding keeped 
b; at large , without any. ſach reſtraints as are uſual to perſons ſo found guilty : And now 
he having, upon the twentieth day of December inſtant eſcaped , adding -the breach of priſon to- his other 
crimes, atid without waiting for-that olemonoy which he nm Rave more upon , if he had not been conſcions 
to himſelf of guiltinefſe that required fnch an eſcape, We having by Our Royal Letter, ordained all execution to 
be fiſted, untill We underſtood the nature of his crime z And our Privy Council having , after the Verdid, inter- 
poſed with Us, that notwithſtanding he was found guilty, and that it was uſual for compleating the Proceſs , that 
ſentence ſhould be once pronounced, that yet We might in Our Clemency , ordain execution to be ſtopped during 
OurRoyal pleaſure. OUR will is herefore, and We.charge you ſtraitly and:command, that incontinent , theſe 
Our Letters ſcen, ye paſs to the Mercat-croſſes of Edinburgh, Striviing , Perth , Dumbartoun , and other places 
needfal, and thereat, in Our Name and Authority , by open Proclamation , command and charge all Our Sheriffs, 
Stewarts, Magiſtrates of Our Burghs of Regality and Royalty, and all others in JuriſdiQion, to paſle, purſue, take, 
apprehend, impriſon and preſent to Juſtice, the perſon of the ſaid Archibald Earl of Argyl, where ever he can be found 
within the bounds of their Juriſdiftions : And if he happen to flee our of one Juriſdiction into another, that they 
purſue him within the ſame: And We hereby Requireand Command all Our good and loving Subje&s, to concur 
with aid,fortifie,and afliſt our faids Magiſtrates in the proſecutipn of this Our ſervice. © Andif the ſaid Earl of 4rgy/ ſhall 
happen to flee to Strengths, or Houſes for Refuge, that Our faids Magiſtrates and others afliſting them , aſſiege and 
take the ſame in by force of Arms : And if it ſhall happen , that the ſaid Earl of Argy! , or any of his Complices 
(reſiſting to be taken ) be killed , mutilate, or ſlain by Our faids Officers, or any aſliſting them, We declare they 
are hereby 3ndemnified , and ſhall never be brought in queſtion therefore, Civilly nor Criminally, 1n all time com- 
ing. And farther,that ye, in Our Name and Authority foreſaid, Prohibite and Diſcharge all Our Subjects of this Our 
Kingdom,to reflet fupply, or intercommune with the faid Earl, -or his Accomplices , or to furniſh him Meat, Drink, 
Houſe, Harboury, or any othet thing neceſfar or comfortable t6 him, . or to tranſport him to, 'or from Ferries, nnder
